Berlin, Aug. 28.— The entry of King 
Victor Emmanuel, into the city today 
and his drive through tho Unter den Lin- 
den was advanced purposely half an 
hour over the published time as a fur- 
ther precaution against possible disor- 
der. Consequently the great crowds 
which were (lacked into placo an hour 
beforu by the police at the Brandenburg 
(late, were astonished by the arrival 
i:t a brisk trot of a gorgeous cavalcade 
surrounding a six horse carriage in which 
sat Emperor "William and a small man 
in a dark uniform, Tliu carriage stop- 
pod and the crowds censed cheering in 
order to see what would happen. 

The chief burgomaster, tlerr Kirsh- 
ner, advanced and read an -address of 
.velcomo from a parchment scroll. Be- 
hind the burgomaster stood bareheaded 
a hundred representatives- of tho city 
in evening dress. The reading was over 
in less than a minute. Tho Italian 
King then turned to the German Em- 
peror and asked him if he should reply. 
The Emperor shook his head, and "Sf/e 
King thereupon shook hands with Kerr 
fiirschner, and thanked him. 

Then a deputation of young ladies ad- 
vnnt eil on the other side of the carriage 
and gave thy Italian ICiug a bunch of 
roses. (He smiled, bowed, buried his 
face in the blossoms, handed the bou- 
quet to ii lackey, and the ealvacade ami 
carriage swept through the gate and 
down Unter deii Linden to the castle, 
three-quarters of a mile away. 

On otiu side of the thoroughfare, 
cuirassiers, dragoons and lancers lined 
up, two deep, made a glittering barrier 
of color, while on the other side, the 
people's vit-w was unmolested except by 
extraordinary numbers of police, stand- 
ing witli their faces towards the spec- 
tators. The soldiers, of course, hurrahed 
because they were ordered to do so, but 
the cheers of the people, were spontan- 
eous and really cordial. 

The show was over in a few seconds. 
Shouting and the successive crashing of 
bauds played at intervals between the 
squadrons of cavalry marked the pro- 
;jrass of the King and the Emperor 
down the avenue. 

Their majesties drove to the Italian 
embassy for breakfast and then to tho 
castle in order t< receive the diplomatic 

Emperor William kept King Victor 
Emmanuel up last night at IPotsdnm, 
nnd had him out of bed at six this morn- 
ins.

From Our 0>wn Correspondent. 

London, Ang. 12.— I now come to the 
great, the el-owning event, so to speak, 
of our stay, in Londoa, the Coronation. 
When tiie pfflstpoueinmit was first an- 
nounced it was geauraily thought if it 
ever came oil' at all, which at that time 
was unlikely, it would be a very taint) 
affair, ami ahaost bo like a bottle of 
champagne that, had already effervesced. 
Popular opinion ill this instance allowed 
tho fate of tho prophecy, that the Prince 
of Wales would be King but never 
crowned. It was disappointed, ngree- 
ably disappointed. It is true the pro- 
cession itself was not as largo, possibly 
as brilliant as it otherwise would have 
been, nor was the crowd so great,, but 
it was nevertheless a climax in state 
functions, grand, inposing, brilliant— a 
pageant that has seldom. been. out-doue In 
history. It was one,. toOi which the 
privileged man in the Abhoy say much 
less of than the man on tho outside: As 
you know the lino of procession was 
blocked out, and the regulations defined, 
tho time at tho various points of the 
route after which it. would he closed to 
tho public and seat holders. 

At 3:o0 a. in. people began to take 
their places so as to bo- sure ot a view. 
At o o'clock the route was well-lined. 
At o'clock it was a mass of humanity, 
not struggling and panting, bpt quiet, 
orderly, patient, and. good-natured, 
waiting for the pageant.. These people 
stood or sat as tiie case may bo, on the 
pavements or squares, , in stands,, or 
doorways, windows or roofs of houses 
until 2:'M in the afternoon, and in mauy 
cases until :( and 3:;H>. Thousands of 
people never moved lor 10 hours. They 
had brought their lunches and quietly 
ate while they, waited. Tho various 
military corps that lined the route had 
a particularly hard time of it. They 
were on duty at -1 a. in., breakfasted at 
live and were en route from that until 
6 o clock. 

Tiie police, too, that very splendid 
body of men of whom London has evory 
reasou to be proud, were from earliest 
morning on the streets until very late 
at night. Of the .Metropolitan police 
alone there are 1(1,800,. and all these 
were on duty. .Most of the high ollleials, 
many business men who lived, in the 
suburbs slept in the city all night, many 
in their ollices, to be on. hand early in 
the morning. 

The day was coo] and cloudy, with) a 
utile breeze. Notwithstanding that, the 
ambulance corps was frequently called 
into requisition to carry oif to the 
hospital those who had fainted, many of 
them soldiers. The strain of early rising 
and long waiting was very great. In no 
plucc, except Trafalgar square, which 
is always tho vortex of Loudon's popu- 
lation, was the crowd very great, that 
is, anything like as great as it would 
have been on June lib' uud 27. There 
were several reasons: The working 
classes wero conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. It was Saturday, on which they 
have to do their shopping, and they had 
already spent on coronation all tho 
money they could afford. Then a very 
large number of Londoners had gone 
out of town. Numerous colonials and 
foreigners who had como to the city in 
June to see the ceremony had left, and 
the country and provincial visitors were 
very iew as compared with the previous 
occasion referred to. Still iLondon is a 
world in itself, and what it can produce 
in the way of people was shown by the 
immense throngs that, surged to see tho 
Illuminations the night of the corona- 
tion. It beggors me to describe the 
throng, the veritable sea of human be- 
ings. 

So far as I know there were four Brit- 
ish Columbians inside the Abbey: Hon. 
James and Mrs. Duusmuir, lion. D. M. 
Eberts and Hon. Mr. Justice Irving, 
ail duly attired in court costume. I 
discovered at the last moment that 1 
could have obtained a seat in the press 
gallery had 1 applied in time, but from 
what was told me upon arrival in ILon- 
don I did not think it possible, and 
therefore did not try. However, apart 
from the mere feeling that you had been 
in the Abbey, we were better outscide. 
Very few saw the King and Queen 
crowned, and none saw tho procession. 
The scene in the Abbey, of course, was 
a memorable one, the kaleidoscope of 
color, the rich and grand costumes of 
the peers, the blaze of regalia, and 
above all, the music and choral (effects, 
combined with the solemnity of the oc- 
casion, made it an epoch in the life of 
every one who breathed the atmosphere 
of the Abbey that day. It is needless 
to reiterate here about the ceremonies 
what will have already been printed over 
and over again in tho press of Canatla 
before this reaches you. There are some 
special features which at least appealed 
to me, which I shall take the liberty to 
refer to again. 

Loudon was illuminated from end to 
end, hut particularly along the line of 
procession. The devices were as varied 
as they wero numerous and beautiful. 
In some instances the whole fronts of 
buildings were ablaze of light. Tho 
points of greatest interest were around 
tho iBank of England, the "Mansion 
House and the Exchange building, the 
Canadian arch in Whitehall, which was 
viewed by literally millions of persons, 
Trafalgar .Square, ,St. James' street, Ox- 
ford street and Piccadilly. Nothing; so 
brilliant was ever witnessed in London, 
and nothing like the Canadian arch was 
ever seen in the Metropolis, Pictures 
ami souvenirs of it are cried all over 
(London by- thousands, and what was 
once merely a name, vague and un- 
known, is as familiar to the Londoner 
and the visitor to the coronation as I 
was going to say, Nelson's monument in 
the great Trafalgav Square. It is 
thrown on the screens in music and 
variety halls, and is now included in tho 
repertoire of all animated picture shows. 
The enquiries nt all the Canadian 
agencies and at the C. V. K. offices are 
phenomenally great ns a consequence. I 
was told by the C. P. .R. ofllcinls at tin? 
King street office that, they are getting 
300 and 400 enquiries a day.

The editorif.ls published in t'>o 
Cuban press are considered collectively 
reniarknble for their bitterness and out- 
spoken opposition for the chief executive. 
The onlv paper which supports the presi- 
dent is the Diuro de la Marin, formerly 
the organ of the Spanish government 
and at present representing the Spanish 
colony in Cuba. 

One of the principal causes of the op- 
position to President Pnlma seems to 
arise from the fact that ho granted the 
Castnneda concession for tho establish- 
ment of an electric light plant nt Ha- 
vana. This concession is the subject, of 
bitter discussion in tho House of-iRepre- 
sentatives, and some members of the 
House are demanding Senor Palmers 
impeachment unless the concession is 
rescinded. The impeachment matter has 
been on the tapis for the past week. 

Both houses of congress have become 
badly disorganized over this question, 
and tho results have been a strong anti- 
Palma feeling.

Victoria Harbor 
Improvements 



Conference of Joint Committee 
Aldermen, Board Trade 
and League. 



Sub- Committee Appointed to 
Formulate a Scheme and 
Report Further. 



The conference between the commit- 
tees on harbor improvements represent- 
ing the City Council, the Voters' League 
and the Board of Trade, took place at 
the City Hall last night. Mayor llay- 
iward occupied the chair. As no definite 
scheme was put forward for discussion, 
it was thought advisable, after some lit- 
tle argument, to appoint a committee, 
who would formulate a proposition along 
the lines of harbor improvements to bo 
laid before Col. Anderson, of the Public 
[Works Department, on his arrival hero 
shortly. , , 

llis Worship the Mayor was voted to 
the chair, and in openiuL' the nieetim 
said ho was not aware of any particu- 
lar programme which was on the tapis, 
but ho thought that a good idea would 
be to get tlie government to continue 
tho present good work being done by 
the dredge. 

A. J. Morley then read the motion 
which had been passed at the league 
tsuino weeks ago. The meeting was not 
intended to discuss the Sorby scheme, 
but the general improvement of the har- 
bor. 

William Laird explained his reasons 
for having mentioned the Sorby scheme. 

Edward Bragg was also in favor of 
harbor improvements. 

A. J. Morley suggested that perhaps 
iCapt. Cox could, as a practical man, of- 
fer some suggestions. 

Capt. Cox said that the committee of 
the Board of Trade, of which ho was 
one, had not quite understood what tho 
objects of the meeting were, and had 
come more to listen than to talk. They 
would have to report back to the board 
in any event. 

il larbormaster Clarke said that he had 
■understood that some scheme was to bo 
ottered at this meeting. He thought it 
was a mistake to spend so much money 
on tho inner harbor. As a rule the 
ships that came here only called to make 
a landing and for this purpose the out- 
er wharf was most eminently suited. 
(Vessels could land end on and back out 
again in half an hour; whereas, if a 
vessel came into the inner harbor, even 
if there was plenty of water, she would 
have to turn round to go out, and this 
took over an hour. The dredging of the 
upper harbor was the most important 
item at present, and also at tho mouth of 
the harbor, where there was not more 
than 115 feet, or about 20 feet at high 
water, lie thought that both lines of 
railway should be brotiglit together, say, 
on the Indian reserve, and n chain ferry 
operated across to the outer wharf; by 
tills "'method the two transcontinental 
lines would be brought into touch with 
the ocean steamships, 
i Aid. Yates said that boforo any gov- 
ernment would spend money they would 
need to see tho necessity for it. At 
present nearly all the shipping wns the 
calling of vessels at the outer wharf, 
and if this were properly worked up, 
it would da. much good. The matter of 
.wharfage, for instance, is said to have 
resulted in some steamers loading on the 
.Sound, and also some of the salmon ves- 
sels had been forced to load on the Fr.i- 
ser._ Victoria was well situated from 
having competing lines centering here. 
This was an advantage to manufactur- 
ers, who could draw their freight by 
two different lines. This was not the 
case at present, either in Vancouver or 
Seattle. If the harbor wore deepened 
towards Limo bay a ship could como 
straight in to the line of the E. & N. 
railway and back out again, if a wharf 
were built. The corporation had tried 
to secure a thousand feet on the reserve 
for a public wharf. All the wharves 
hero, except the outer wharf, were un- 
der the control of one corporation, and 
this was t_!so the case in Vancouver. -Mr. 
'Anderson might hnve this scheme at 
bringing the two lines of railway down 
to the ocean steamers by means of the 
Indian reserve, presented to him. 

Aid. McCandless had formerly favor- 
id the Sorby scheme, ami hail gone in- 
to it very thoroughly. Bat ho was now 
satisfied that this scheme was too elabor- 
ate. Tin' revenue from wharfage was 
now a thing of the past. His idea 
would be. to dredge the outer harbor and 
also above the bridge. 1 1' tho reserve 
were settled it would be the key to the 
whole thing. It would simplify many 
other civic matters. Instend of tho -E. 
& N. getting the nineteen acres south of 
their line, lie thought the city should 
get this for a public landing, etc. If 
we could impress upon Col. Anderson 
the possibility of the future by vessels 
landing here it might result in more 
dredging being done. Whatever scheme 
was taken up. it should be to connect 
the two railways and sea-going vessels. 
The marshes on the Indian reserve 
could be filled up by the dredger and 
made valuable ground. 

The chairman asked Capt. Clarke if 
be thought that a swing bridge at Hos- 
pital Point would be preferable to u 
chain ferry? 

Capt. Clarke said any bridge was a 
detriment to navigation. 

it. Hall, M- P- P., ' vvris ° r opinion that 
closer connection between the two rail- 
way lines and the outer wharf was wnat 
was needed.

large future trade was all very well, 
but there were more pressing matters 
that could be dealt with just now. The 
increasing of the amounts voted by the 
Dominion for improvements might be the 
first thing to receive attention. A joint 
committee of the shipping and railway 
concerns and the other bodies, not for- 
getting the representatives who bad al- 
ready done good work, should lie form- 
ed, and they would have much more 
weight than any other committee. 

Aid. Yates moved n committee be ap- 
pointed to draft a scheme of harbor 'm- 
provement and report to the different 
bodies before presenting the same to 
Col. Anderson. This was carried and 
the chairman first of all named Aid. 
Yates, Cameron and McCandless to rep- 
resent tho city. Aid. Cameron suggest- 
ed that as Aid. Vincent knew a good 
deal about such matters, he would sug- 
gest that his name be substituted. Mr. 
Morley thought the first proposed by the 
Chairman would be satisfactory to the 
meeting. However, the chairman took 
Aid. Cameron's advice and included Aid. 
Vincent's name. 

U. Hall, M. P. V.. F. Moberley and 
W. Laird wero named as representatives 
of the Voters' League, and the appoint- 
ment of those who will act for the 
Board of Trade was left to the council 
of that body, which meets this morning 
at 11 o'clock. 

It wns arranged that the new commit- 
tee should get to work this evening and 
have their report ready for presentation 
next Thursday night. Tho meeting then 
adjourned. 



NEW PABER MILLS. 

The Ottawa and Hull Power company, 
according to the Ottawa Citizen, has 
decided on a site for its proposed paper 
and pulp mill. It will bo situated on 
the celebrated Table Bock on the Que- 
bec side of the Ohaudiere. Tlans are 
now being prepared for the building and 
machinery. Dimensions, output and cost, 
however, will not be determined until it 
can bo ascertained how much water 
power can he developed. The matter 
will be taken up early next month by 
the directors of the company and an 
early decision arrived at so as to per- 
mit of a commencement of the work this 
autumn. The supply of spruce for the 
manufacture of pulp and paper will be 
secured on limits owned by the TV ('. 
Kdwards company and the "lllawkeshury 
(Lumber company, and situated on the 
(iatineau, Dumoine and Petawawa 
river. These limits are now being cut 
for pine, but the supply of spruce is 
large. The new mill at'the Chnndiere 
will, it is expected, be one of the largest 
in Canada. It will be planned so as to 
utilize all the water power available 
which will probably be fully 25,000 h.p. 
The new stono power house of the 
Consumers' Electric company atiiliated 
with tho Hull & Ottawa Power com- 
pany, has just been completed and the 
machinery has all been installed with 
the exception of the switch board. The 
temporary frame structure will be aban- 
doned shortly. About 10,000 horse pow- 
er has been developed for heat, light 
and power, which can be furnished in 
large quantities. Over $500,000 has been 
expended on this work. An idea of its 
magnitude may be secured when it is 
said that over 125,000 cubic feet of 
rock lias been excavated. The company 
is now in a position to furnish about 
12,500 horse power of electrical energy.

The appointment of Mr. Balfour with 
universal approval to the first position 
under the Crown is an agreeable remin- 
der of the old connection between politi- 
cal and literary pursuits. Mr. Balfour 
is indeed rather a philosopher than 11 
man of letters. He has derived from' 
David Hume anything rather than his 
Style. To have raised a structure of be- 
lief upon the foundations laid by the 
great sceptic is a wonderful achievement 
of intellectual subtlety, guided by ortho- 
dox ingenuity. But metaphysics an! no 
more literature than blank verse is argu- 
ment. It is when Mr. Balfour ceases to 
bo controversial, as in his graceful essay 
on Handel, or consciously defends a 
paradox, as in his brilliant plea for de- 
sultory reading, that he shows how much 
besides golf he has sacrificed to politics. 
There is. more eloquence in his best writ- 
ing than in his best speeches, ami far 
more sense of personal enjoyment in the 
composition. The Prime Minister's 
theological hook might have turned votes 
in the House of Commons, and perhaps 
did turn them in the country. His es- 
says must always be greater favorites 
with the frivolous or old-fashioned peo- 
ple, who still read for amusement. His 
illustrious predecessor, tho most distin- 
guished subject of the King, never de- 
livered himself into the hands of his ene- 
mies by writing a book. He was how- 
ever, for years a journalist, and journal- 
ism is not necessarily the lowest form of 
letters, because it is the most ephemer- 
al. It is the nature of words, as Homer 
knew, to make for themselves wings 
and fly away. Vet the speeches of Hom- 
er's heroes, made familiar by recitation 
long before the art of writing was in- 
vented, are with us still — a wingless vic- 
tory of genius over time. Cord Salis- 
bury is not, as Mr. Gladstone was, a 
walking concordance of the "Iliad" and 
the "Odyssey," which Sir Itobert Poole's 
tutor, Cyril Jackson, quaintly recom- 
mended his pupil to learn by heart, as 
affording the best practical guide in the 
affairs of life. His ■studies have not lain 
in the direction of classical scholarship. 
Yet what public man is a better example 
of the Ciceronian maxim that there is no 
toucher of oratory like the pen? Cord 
Salisbury did not write in the Quarterly 
Review and the Saturday lleview and 
the Standard without producing an effect 
upon himsilf as well as upon others. The 
finished ami polished rorce of his 
speeches in their most striking charac- 
teristic. His language in the House of 
'Commons was strong and sometimes 
rough. But it was always good English, 
to say nothing of its point and humor. 

ifflis famous address at the British As- 
sociation, whatever may be its scientific 

'value, is a masterpiece of what used to 
be called the Oxford style. 

Lord Rostfbery, the connecting link, 
strange as it may seem, between Lord 
Salisbury and Mr. Gladstone, is best 
.known in letters as the biographer of 
a statesman whose classical acquire- 
ments were, considering the circum- 
stances of Ids life, almost miraculous. 
Pitt's knowledge of Lyeophron, upon 
which Mncaulny dwells only shows that 
great men can waste the little time they 
hnve. His Virsilinn quotations, on the 
other hand, would fill a volume, ami 
every one of them was felicitous. If, 
us is commonly believed, he wrote the 
savage lin"s on Fox in the Anti-.Tacobin. 
we can only regret that lie did not turn 
as many verses as Canning or Frore. 
Lord ItosebcTy's own character of IMit's 
great rival is perhaps the best thing in 
tin- book, unless his account of that 
"suppressed character." Lord Sbelbunie. 
be preferred to it. Lord Rosebery's writ- 
ing bos tin' fault and the merits of the 
brilliant amateur. Il is the reverse of 
classical. Its inequality is pari of its 
charm, for it abounds in purple patches 
and it is never monotonous. Mr. Glad- 
stone's innumerable contributions to lit- 
erature were of a very different kind. 
We might say of him, as 'Mueaulay sal. I 
of Che terlielil, that bis reputation would 
stand higher if he bad never written a 
line. Mncaulny meant not merely to ex- 
press the dislike of Chesterfield's letters, 
which he shared with Dr. Johnson, but 
also to imply that Lord Chesterfield was 
a statesman who should have stuck to 
statesmanship. Mr. Gladstone is a sin- 
gular instance of u man intellectually 
nourished on the best of literary food, 
and yet capable of admiring what, from 
ral'y point of view, was absolutely 
worthless. Nil one of his contemporar- 
ies, not even Mr. I. mve. surpassed him 
in thorough knowledge of Greek and 
Latin. Very .few Italians knew then- 
Dante so well as be. die could say ap- 



proximately off-hand how man;- times 
am^ mportant phrase or unusual word 
occurred in the text of Homer.- Vet Ins 
sneculattons about Homeric religion are 
so wild that, if their authorship were 
unknown thev would be imputed to a 
crack-brained * enthusiast. Fortunately, 
it never occurred to him that Dauto was 
a Protestant, as Homer was a Christian, 
in disguise, or there is no saying what 
might' have been the result His rhap- 
sody on "Ecce Homo" might have beeu 
written by a country curate, except that 
the curate would probably have done his 
work better. Mr. Gladstone's ripe schol- 
arship aud wide reading manifested 
themselves indirectly. They appeared 
chiefly in his speeches, which are full 
of literary allusions, never inappropri- 
ate, aud often felicitous in the extreme. 
When he was on his legs he seemed to 
have tin instinct which deserted him in 
his study. As an orator, he could use 
with consummate dexterity all the re- 
sources of his learning and culture. As 
a writer, unless lie were dealing with 
political subjects, when he was simply 
an orator with a pen. they impeded him, 
and got in his way. IMr. Disraeli, ou the 
other hand, though a real man of letters 
and born, as he said, in a library, diil not 
shine in quotations or references. His 
chief performance of that kind was the 
unlucky annexation from Thiers in his 
speech on the Duke of Wellington's 
death. Notwithstanding that incident, 
however, the best thing in his speeches 
wero his own. His novels are a Strange, 
mixture of the tawdry and the cynical, 
the mysterious and tho mundane. Many 
of them are dead. But his political stor- 
ies and his "Life of Lord George Bell- 
thick" must always interest ami ajnuso 
politicians of every degree. He had a 
marvelous power of sell'-detaclunent, of 
turning aside and looking at the strug- 
gles in which he was himself engaged as 
though he were a mere spectator. He 
once confessed in the 1 louse of Com- 
mons that bis views on the question of 
Jewish disabilities were shared by u> 
other human being. This isolation was 
not confined to a single topic. He di.l 
not think like the men around him, hi' 
mind was working on different lines. 
That was why he understood them better 
than they understood themselves, mid 
why "Coningsby" or ''Lothair" is so 
much more instructive than most treat- 
ises on the British Constitution. Of all 
English Ministers, it' he was an English 
Minister, Mr. Disraeli hail the literary 
temperament in the amplest measure. 
■He knew it and was proud of it. "I am a 
knight of tho press." he onco said in bis 
strange style, "and have 110 other eseut- 
el 1 .'On." 

The inclusion of Mr. Money along with 
Mr. Leeky in the new order of merit is 
a just tribute from political opponents to 
the selected biographer of Mr. Gladstone. 
(Mr. Leeky, though lie hits made very 
successful speeches in the House of 
Commons, hardly ranks as a statesman. 
But Mr. Morley. though politicial cir- 
cumstances have made his olllcinl career 
a brie.'' one, is the best living combina- 
tion of the statesman with the mini of 
letters.- •, Even in tho past it would be 
(lilllcnll to find a more thorough repre- 
sentative of the two callings. Burke 
was not in the Cabinet, and never held 
any olllce of real importance. Althotig.li 
Macaul iy's speeches are as easy and as 
agreeable to read as his fssays, we no 
more think of him us a Cabinet Minister 
than we think of Gibbon as a Lord of 
Trade. Of Mr. 'Morley it. may be said 
that each side of bis mi 11(1 has strength- 
ened and enriched the other. What be 
says in the House of Commons, or on 
the platform, has always 1 literary flav- 
or. His later writings ate entirely de- 
void of the academic pedantry which 
nourishes in the pages of the Constitu- 
tional historian. It nuiy be doubted 
whether the House of Commons has ever 
really spoiled a good writflr, or whether 
a really good writer has ever failed in 
the House of Commons. Sheridan ami 
iBnhver Lytton were no! initially eminent. 
l! ; it each of 1 hem was equally eminent 
in literature and politics.

THE TARIFF. 

The Toronto Globe, on the subject of 
protection) ti) the makers of agricultural 
machinery, quotes from the Winnlpe 
Telegram a passage descriptive of how 
the tariff has brought American capital 
into Canada for the purpose of making 
machinery of this kind. The passage 
from the Telegram reads as follows: 

"Our tariff 1ms forced tho United 
States manufacturers to come over to 
Canada to manufacture thoir goods for 
the Canadian market. A combination 
of the Minneapolis Thresher Company 
and the Advance Thresher Company 
has bought the Abell works in Toronto 
and is enlarging it, and tho factory be- 
gun by tho Veering Company at Ham:l- 
ton is to be 'taken over by the new com- 
bination just announced. Thus we •will 
have in Canada the strongest United 
States lirms doing their manufacturing 
here and competing -for the trade. If 
■w,e 'had no more than this wo would be 
in as good n position as the users of ag- 
ricultural implements are in the United 
States. But "we have much more. Our 
tnriff lias enabled strong Canadian Anns 
to become established. These Canadian 
ilimis will offer the 'strongest competition 
to tho new firms from the United State*, 
and there -will thus be keener competi- 
tion in Canada than there will be in the 
United States. And, best of all, -we have 
many factories now running in Canada, 
giving employment to thousands of men 
who must all be fed and clothed, giving 
freight to Canadian railways and help- 
ing to build up the general wealth and 
prosperity of the country. These have 
always been the objects of Conserva- 
tive policy, and in this instance tho 
practical wisdom and the patriotic val- 
ue of that policy is proving itself to ft 
demonstration. 

This paragraph is quoted by the Globe 
without comment upon its accuracy, in j 
order to confound the Eastern Conserva- 
tives, who claim that industry is not 
sufficiently protected, with the opinion 
of "Western 'Conservatives, who think tile 
tariff is right, so far as agricultural ma- 
chinery is concerned. No doubt tho 
paragraph is quite suitable for that pur- 
pose, taken by itself; but unfortunately 
for the Globe, the Hamilton Spectator 
sheds a new light upon the subject by 
rema rkiug: 

Speaking of the International Har- 
vester Company, the Hamilton Times 
dinds a great deal of happiness in its 
opinion that 20 per cent, duty was 
enough to force that concern to manu- 
facture in 'Canada. (But it wasn't enough 
to keep out American-made machinery 
to the value of $3,000,000 il year. Nor 
did it force the Americans to come to 
Hamilton. For they know— as 'Mr. 
Tarte publicly stated the other day— that 
tho government intended to raise the 
duty on harvesting machinery, and that 
is why they are here. 

So that it is Mr. Tarte and his policy 
of "adequate protection to Canadian 
industry" which lias brought this Am- 
erican capital in to manufacture here 
instead of shipping in tho products of 
American factories. For the pur- 
pose for which it was quoted, the 
•Globe's reference is not satisfactory in 
view of all the fuels of the case. But 
in view of certain other Industries and 
certain other statements in the Globe, it 
is most satisfactory. On the very saino 
page in the same issue of the Globe the 
following paragraph occurs: 

The Canadian woollen men are claim- 
ing that they can make woollens as 
good as any, and that the prejudice in 
favor of imported goo. Is is not well 
founded. We believe there is a great 
deal of truth in what they say. and we 
should like lo see more Canadian wool- 
lens worn. But the fact is that the

The unctuous iPecksnitlianistu of the 
Globe towards the woollen industry at 
the very moment it recognizes the force 
which has localized the manufacture of 
agricultural machinery in Canada, finely 
illustrates what we referred to tho 
other day as the predicament of the 
(Liberal party over tariff issues. 

■freight or passe: n g ers. 

A controversy has broken out in the 
East whether the Canadian Fast Line 
should be specially directed towards the 
conveyance of freight or passengers. A 
fast passenger service giving equal or 
superior facilities for reaching all parts 
of the North American continent t.o 
those afforded by New York would, u is 
claimed, form an excellent advertisement 
for Canada, and carry out the idea of 
the Imperial line. It is argued that the 
direct Imperial benefit to be derived 
from a fast service is to provide rapid 
communication between different parts 
of the Empire, ami, in particular, an un- 
assailable and adequate military route 
to the Orient. This is the pictorial side 
of the question, but it is not the only- 
side by any means, and it is to be hoped 
that Canada will not overlook tho solid- 
ly nutritive qualities which gingerbread 
ought to possess, in rapt contemplation 
of the gilt that is on the outside. During 
the lirst week of the present month the 
Ocenil rale on butter to Liverpool was 
27* Od., while from New York and 
Boston to the same port it was 20s., a 
discrimination of 7s. 6(1, against Mont- 
real and the St. Lawrence route. The 
rate for tho corresponding week of last 
year to Liverpool was 2iis. from Mont- 
real and only lis! 3d. from New York 
and Boston, a difference of over 13s. 
against Montreal. During the first 
week in May the rate from Montreal 
was 2os., as compared with 15s. from 
New York and Boston, a difference of 
10s. For the corresponding yeek a year 
ago the rate was 25s. from Montreal 
and lis. 3d. from New York and Bos- 
ton. These are not isolated cases, but 
show the general trend of comparative 
rates during the past two years. In the 
rate on cheese there was an adverse dif- 
ference against tho port o'f Montreal 
during the season of 1901 ranging from 
7s. to .Kis., and a similar discrimination 
still continues during the present sea- 
son. The difference in the freight 
charge on eggs varies from 2s. to 5s. 
There is also adverse discrimination in 
tho rate on Hour and other produce. The 
rates on grain show that the St. Law- 
rence route suffers to the extent of 5s. 
(id. per quarter, ns compared with Bos- 
ton and New York. These differences 
represent the difference between an es- 
tablished trade route and one Hint is 
not established. And it is for tho pur- 
pose of establishing the Canadian route 
and of putting it on an equality with the 
New Yuri; route that a subsidy is be- 
ing paid to a steamship line. The main 
object of the line is to ensure that Can- 
adian trade shall go through a Canadian 
port and nut lie diverted to the Atlantic 
ports i;f the United States. Keep tho 
trade in the Empire and the people will 
be kept in the Empire and its parts 
bound more closely together. Hut why 
a freight and passenger service should 
be to any extent exclusive of one an 
oilier we altogether fail to understand. 
Nor do we see why Canada should rest 
content with anything less than the 
best of both.

But a Foolish and Unfair Pre- 
judice Injures the Home 
Article. 



KOREA'S CURIOUS CURRENCY. 

Home-Mede Counterfeits "First-Class, 
I.Ylodium and Passable." 

An interesting report has just been 
issued by the Foreign ollice on the trade 
of Korea, lor the year 1001, by Mr. II. 
GoU'e, acting British vice-consul at 
Chemulpo, It states that the chief dif- 
ficulty with which foreign trade has to 
contend is the disastrous condition of 
the currency throughout the Empire. 
The Korean government, in defiance of 
the first principles of sound finance, is 
Hooding the country with a nickel coin- 
age, whose intrinsic value is only oue- 
eightecuth of its face value, without 
any gold or silver reserve with which 
to redeem it. As a natural consequeuee, 
these coins, which under proper condi- 
tions should be merely tokens, are at a 
continually increasing rate of discount 
as against Japanese gold yen, the re- 
cognized basis fur calculation of prices 
where foreign articles aro required. 

(Hitherto the circulation of nickel 
pieces has been confined to the capital 
and the neighborhood of two or toffee 
of tho treaty ports, the old cash being 
current elsewhere in the country; but 
recently, with a view to making their 
use general, the magistrates throughout 
the 'Empire hare been ordered to accept 
payment of the land tux in this currency 
only. The face value of these coius is 
five sen, and they now staud at a dis- 
count of 110 per cent., ns against Japan- 
ese gold yen. The wages of Korean, lab- 
orers and employees generally are paid 
in tliis currency, and this class, which 
comprise the bulk of the nation, are uo 
better paid now than they formerly 
were; consequently the purchasing power 
of their earnings, us _far as foreign 
goods is concerned, is little more thru 
half what it was n few years ago. And, 
unfortunately, there does not seem any 
prospect of these conditions being im- 
proved in the near future. The gov- 
ernment, caring only for the profit they 
are making out of this transaction, irad 
ignoring the permanent harm they are 
doing to the country, are bent upon con- 
tinuing their present reckless course, and 
40,000,000 more of these coins, contract- 
ed for with an American firm, are now 
almost due for delivery. The issue of 
these will bring the total face value of 
this coinage in circulation up to 14,000,- 
000 yen, or more than £1,-lOO,O00. 

But even this is not the worst' fea- 
ture. The number of counterfeit nick- 
els is rapidly increasing; permits to coin 
are freely issued by the government to 
private individuals; nickel is openly im- 
ported through the customs, and spur- 
ious coins in large quantities aro brought 
by almost every steamer from Japan and 
smuggled into the country. The Com- 
missioner of Customs at Chemulpo, in 
his annual report, writes ns follows: 
"The ,S05,000 worth of nickel, against 
$42,000 in 1000, have, it is feared, been 
entirely employed in manufacturing 
counterfieit nickel coins." The fact that 
in Chemulpo quotations nre current for 
(1) Government nickels; (2) first-class 
counterfeits; (3) medium counterfeits; 
and (4J those passable only after dark 
— will show what a condition affairs have 
reached. 

The currency question is of vital im- 
portance to foreign merchants, and is en- 
gaging the earnest attention of the for- 
eign representatives. Japanese silver 
yen, the supply of which seemed to lie 
exhausted in 10(10, have again appeared 
in large quantities, most of them having 
come from the interior, whore they were 
hoarded by the natives. They are now 
at a discount of 1.". per cent, as against 
gold yen. The largest of the copper 
cash continue to he exported to Japan, 
where they arc melted down for the 
value of the copper they contain. No 
progress) has been made by the Korean 
government with their projected subsidy 
silver coinage, although silver to the 
value of some £83,000 bus been import- 
ed by the Imperial mint for this pur- 
pose. 



From Toronto Star. 
A member of a firm which is one of 
j the largest wholesale dealers in woolen 
goods in Canada talked today to The 
Star about Canadians' using manufac- 
tured goods. Here is what he said: 

"The woolen trade is a peculiar one, 
I noticed The Star had some interviews 
yesterday with the furniture men, but 
tho woolen business is in altogether diff- 
erent shape. For instance, you put a set 
of furniture in a Youge street window 
and mark it $10.D0 and put the same set 
of furniture in u King street window 
marked $39, mid no fool would be silly 
enough to pay the latter price. But you 
could put a suit of clothes marked $25 
in a Yonge street window mid a suit of 
equal quality in a King street window 
marked $50 and lots of men would pay 
the $50. That shows the kind of judg- 
ment the Canadian manufacturer of 
woolens bus to enter to. Sentiment of 
prejudice rule men's minds to a groat 
extent in buying clothes. 

"Now, I want to make this much clear 
at once. I want you to understand that 
Canadian-made woolens are the equal of 
foreign-made woolens. I'll guarantee 
that the Canadians at the Coronation in

wore Canadian clothes 
were just us well dressed, and better 
dressed, than were the Englishmen who 
wore Hnglisli goods. And, more than 
that, there are Englishmen in London 
better dressed in Canadian goods than 
are Canadians in Toronto in English 
goods. 

"And yet everyone knows to whnt an 
extent British and French and German 
woolens nre dealt in in Canada. Per- 
haps the jobbers are to blame as lirach 
as anybody. At least, they are the men 
we have to den! with, but they are gov- 
erned, of course, by the public. 

"Here is an instance of what the Can- 
adian manufacturer is up against: A 
short time ago I sold some Canadian 
woolen goods to a house in Guelph. I 
didn't say they WWe imported goods, 
There was no misrepresentation. He 
bought them on their merits, but evi- 
dently thought they were imported, for 
bis firm has the reputation, which they 
scent to value highly, of handling only 
imported stuff. These particular goods 
were made in the adjoining town of 
Hcspeler, and one day the Hespeler 
manufacturer happeiod into the Cuelph 
store. 

"•Oho!" said lie. "I'm glad lo see 
your are handling sonic Cnnadinn goods 
now.' 

•■•Those [ire'nt Camdian goods," said 
the storekeeper. "flio'so are Scotch 
tweeds.' 

" 'Well, anyway, I made them in Hes- 
peler," was the reply, 

"Now, would you believe it, the next 
nitornoon we got that consignment back 
here and a raking over the coals— wholly 
unjustified into the bilTsaill. 

"I have seen a lino of Canadian goods 
go slowly. I have seen it labelled Brit- 
ish and the price ndvnnqd 25 per cent, 
n ml become the best sella.- on the road. 
Now, what do you think of that? 

"one time I sold a Hie of German 
goods to a man who by home mistake 
thought they were Canldian. They 
didn't go very well, and after a time 
he wrote asking to lie alloyed to return 
these Canadian goods.' Ht was greatly 
surprised when told they -were German, 

"1 tell you that the Oxford Manufac- 
turing Company of Oxford, N.B., the 
Paton ■Manufacturing Company of Skcr- 
brooke, tho Rosamond Manufacturing 
Company, the Auburn Combanv of F>t- 
erhoro, and such Canadian *mills are 
turning out to-day intrinsically uettjr 
values than are the foreign manufactur- 
ers in the same lines of goods. Canl- 
dian goods are being sold on their mer- 
its in England and the United States.' 

The wholesaler tool; The IStnr repre- 
sentative to the ollice and showed him 
the oriler book containing orders from 
English diniis — tho must respected — for 
various lines of Canadian ninnufaclurotl 
goods.

"What would you think 
a nee lecturer." resumed tl 
"who punctuated his remarks with sips 
of whiskey, saying he not know 

whether il was whiskey or cold ten lie 
was drinking? We all laugh nt the in- 
sincerity of the temperance advocate. 
And yet n manufacturer of Canadian 
woolens got up in the House of Com- 
mons last session to advocate an in- 
creased protection on woolens, and the 
suit he was wearing -was a Scotch tweed. 
Now, what's the difference? 

"The strongest argument in favor of 
protection— and I may tell you I am not 
a protectionist— is that it' would save 
the protectionists from themselves— keep 
them from buying foreign goods. Can- 
adian goods are good enough for Can- 
adians, and if the whole 'Canadian popu- 
lation decided to wear Canndian-made 
goods there would be no need for pro- 
tection, and no one would be any rt-orne 
off. In fact, a great many of them 
would be better off. Why? Because 
Canndinns are to-day actually buying 
imported clothes that are much inferior 
to the Canadian-made goods at the same 
price. 

"The Canadian women have saved tile 
Canadian manufacturing business in 
woolens. I can't give the ladies too 
much taffy on this point. Perhaps a 
man is a protectionist and talks loudly 
and at the same tune goes and buys nil 
imported suit, while his wife buy's the 
cloth f(,r her dress on its merits and 
.says nothing. And it is n fact that 
Canadian goods have almost supplanted 
imported women's dress goods in the 
Inst few years. The women's dress 
goods business stayed the manufacturers 
over a critical period, too, about eigh- 
teen months ago. 

. The men are following suit. Our busi- 
ness has trebled in the last two and 
a half years, and I can tell you Hint the 
increase has been largely due to our Can- 
adian lines, the increase in these being 
quite out of proportion to the increase in 
imported lines, We simply cannot give 
the Canadian goods their due. If we 
.praised them as they deserve people 
wouldn't believe us. Dyeing, too, is as 
well done here ns in Europe."

Some time ago, says the Nnnaimo Her- 
ald, Messrs. J. Vipond aud AV. Birkeu 
stock, -who were working in the logging 
camp or tins Victoria Lnmlier company, 
at Ohemainns, discovered an out-crop ot 
ore along the line of the logging rail 
[way. 

It looked good to tliom, aud they pros 
pected it to some extent and decided to 
stake claims. This they did, naming 
their claims "Happy Thought" and 
"wonder." The more development 
■work that was done the better tho ore 
looked, and (finally they asked Mr. J. II. 
McMillan, of this city, to go out and see 
what they had. 'Mr. McMillan is an old 
hand at the prospecting business, and 
"oil seeing the ore and lead, immediately 
pronounced it very rich and secured a 
bond from the owners for the purchase 
of the property. 

•He brought back a considerable 
amount of ore taken from about ten 
feet below the surface, and sent it over 
to Mr. Pelley-Harvey, of Vancouver, 
for assay. 

He got a wire yesterday morning an- 
nouncing that the samples assayed 23 
per cent, copper wStn small values in 
silver and gold, running .the full value 
of the ore up to $00 per ton. 

Mr. McMillan says the ore was taken 
at random, and there is plenty more in 
the same place. 

The fact that the railroad runs right 
across the claims makes them more val- 
uable, and Mr. McMillan is quietly con- 
gratulating himself on having the best 
thing in copper proposition anywhere in 
this neighborhood.

A. F. Gwin, of the Yreka Copper Min- 
ing company, returned from a trip to the 
■ West Coast of Vancouver Island by the 
Queen City yesterday. The principal 
object of his trip was to examine some 
properties in Clayoquet Sound, which 
his company may purchase if investiga- 
tion proves them to be of value. He ex- 
pressed himself as well satisfied with 
much that he hud seen at Clayoquot, 
there being many strong looking leads, 
with very promising surface showings.
